The man had had a rep­ 
utation throughout his state for be­ 
ing a most grasping money lover, 
but 
good 
traits, 
bad 
traits 
and 
traits which were neither gooa nor 
bad, 
but 
were 
simply eccentric, 
combined to make his a most unus­ 
ual personality. 
Anthony Shimer started out for 
himself at the age of 16, by selling 
tin pans and entertaining country 
audiences by 
violin playing. 
As 
soon as his capital 
increased 
he 
laid in a stock of accordeons and 
other musical instruments and sold 
them to farmers throughout New 
York state at a price nearly a dozen 
times as great as that given for 
them. 
In this way he had accum u­ 
lated, by the time he came of age, 
$5,000 and a stock of cheap jewel­ 
ry, with which he reached the town 
of Auburn. 
Since that time not a 
penny which he could grasp has es­ 
caped him, and, although his meth­ 
ods 
were in many respects most 
unbusinesslike, his fortune is esti­ 
mated 
at 
something 
more 
than 
$1,000,000, of which $200,000 is in 
real estate in this city. 


HIS TWO PASSIONS. 
He had but two passions. 
One 
was the acquirement of money and 
the 
other 
the 
pursuit 
of 
game. 
Many times, U is said, when the 
pigeons were flying, he would lock 
up his store and go away with his 
old shotgun for two or three days, 
and when the hunting became poor 
would again open his store. 
His large fortune was made al 
most entirely through judicious real 
estate investments, 
he seeming to 
have an unerring instinct as to what 
would be

bargain. 
He 
would buy 
real 
estate upon the 
merest whim, 
and it was in this 
way that he became possessed of 
his 
Chicago 
property. 
A short 
time before the fair he happened to 
wander into a cheap restaurant near 
Forty-second 
street 
and 
Cottage 
Grove avenue. 
The waitress who 
attended to his wants was a pretty 
girl and Shimer inveigled her into 
conversation. 
Finally he suddenly 
asked her if there was any property 
around 
there for sale. 
She told 
him there was, and before the week 
was out Shimer had paid $75,000 in 
cash for the ground and apartment 
building at Cottage Grove avenue 
and Forty second streets. 
He had 
not had it a year beiore he refused 
an offer 
of 
double 
its purchase 
price, 
and it is now worth about 
200,000. 
Shimer hated to pay a cent for 
anything and considered that every 
cent spent for the improvement of 
his many buildings was money lost. 
To the end of his days he wore 
patched 
clothes, 
dirty 
hats and 
unkempt beard. 


CONFIDING AS A CHILD. 
A most peculiar feature of the 
man was that he was as trusting 
and confiding as a child. Frequent­ 
ly, when he was managing an opera 
house in Auburn, he would think of 
business at some other part of the 
town and would call in any person 
who happened to be passing to sell 
tickets for him while he was gone 
And it is said that his confidence 
was almost never betrayed. 
Shimer was an avowed temper­ 
ance man and was consistent in u p ­ 
holding 
his 
principles.

by a committee of prominent A u ­ 
burn citizens who wanted him to 
build a first class hotel and a first 
class bar.

Three Killed at Meeker, Colora­ 
do, Wednesday . 


A BATTLE WITH ROBBERS. 


Two Citizens Were Wounded—Only 
S7 00 Was Secured and All of 
That Was Recovered. 


1 
M eeker, CoL, Oct. 15.—k dar­ 
ing but unsuccessful 
attempt was 
made y esterday to raid the .Bank of 
Meeker. 
Result, three dead rob­ 
bers and two of Meeker’s citizens 
dangerously wounded. 
The dead 
are: 
George Harris, Wm. Smith 
and Chas. Jones. 
It was about 3 p. m. when Joe 
Reeney , clerk at the Meeker hotel, 
\ 
was making a deposit at the bank, 
and, on turning, saw a stranger at 
J ^ i s shoulder, who at the same in- 
m stant raised his gun and fired two 
shots through the brass railing of 
the bank office window, and at the 
same time ordered Assistant Cashier 
Dav id Smith to throw up his hands, 
which he did. 
The shots, 
it seems, were noi 
aimed at Mr. Smith, but to scare 
him and frighten the employ es of 
the store, the bank occupy ing one 
corner of the large storeiLPom of 
the Hugus Mercantile company . In 
the meantime two of the three rob 
bets engaged in the holdup had 
cov ered Cashier Moulten and the 
employ es and a large number of 
customers with their rev olv ers, and 
ordered all hands up. 
The leader of the robbers then 
marched 
Mr. Moulten forward to 
the bank office door and ordered 
him to unlock it, which he did. One 
robber then cov ered Moulten and 
Smith while the other dumped the 
* 
contents of the cash drawer into a 
^ 
sack carried for the purpof j. 
The robbers then corralled all 
hands in the centtr ot the store 
room, commenced to hunt for rifles 
and cartridges, and after securing a 
• Winchester apiece aodilional to the 
rev olv er? they had on entering and 
all the ca itridges to be found, they 
marched ev ery body out a rear door 
to the side street, where their horses 
were bitched. 
The two shots fired had alarmed 
the town, 
and 
the 
report 
went 
abroad that ih^e bank was being 
robbed 
Immediately a dozen men 
were m 
the v iciimy of ti],e bank 
with ioaded nfles, and by the time 
the robbers reached the street every 
av enue of tscape 
was 
cut off. 
Aroong the first of the Meeker peo­ 
ple to respond to the alarm was W, 
H.CIark,deputy game warden of this 
district, and the leader of the rob 
bcrs seeing him fired at him, hitting 
him. 
rhe rank officers and store 
employ es and others then broke 
and rail for places of safety , and 
the robL'ers opened fire on them, 
hitting V ctor Dikeman in the arm, 
but all others escape« i. 
the Meeker cn z-ns could then 
distinguish the robbers, and in less 
time than it takes to tell it ail three 
had bit the dusr. 
Two of them 
died almost instantly , but the third. 


who gav e his 
name 
as George 
Ha-ns, lingered ov er half an hour 
before 
ex piring. 
He 
gav e 
the 
names of the other two as Charley 
Jones, the leader, and Billy Smith. 
These names are supposed to be as­ 
sumed. 
Nothing was found on the 
dead robbers that gav e any clew to 
their identity . 
Jones would weigh

ill favor of the 
free coinage 
of 
silver. 
H e proceeded deliberately, and 
stated plainly that he was actuated 
b y no purpose except to depri/e 
those men who intended to vote for 
candidates advocating the free coin­ 
age of silver of the opportunity to 
earn a livelihood as his employes. 
As he is said to have tersely put 
it— no Anarchist could breathe the 
air in his establishment. 
H e went to work methodically to 
ascertain the sentiments of the men 
without arousing any apprehension 
on their part. 
They were led to 
believe that they were expected to 
vote according to their convictions, 
and they spoke without fear. 
After they had spoken those who 
declared against the gold standard, 
which is advocated by Mr. Craw ­ 
ford, were discharged without no­ 
tice. 
Some days ago Mr. Crawford had 
prepared a list of men in his em­ 
ploy, who were eligible to register. - 
H e then required each one to say 
whether he was registered, or in­ 
tended to register, and if not, why 
not. 
The men were impressed with 
the argument 
that Mr. 
Crawford 
thought every free man should vote. 
It 
didn't matter whom he voted 
for, but he should surely exercise 
his right of suffrage. 
Yesterday morning at i i o'clock 
Mr. Crawford interviewed the men 
who had declared their intention of 
voting for Biyan. 
He said to each ot them: 
* * Are 
you for silver?" 
On answer being given in the a f­ 
firmative Mr. 
Crawford 
told the 
man to get his pay and leave the 
premises as sopn as possible. 
He also told the men thus dis­ 
charged to publish the news abroad 
and tell their personal friends that 
they had lost their positions on ac- 
connt of their sentiments in favor of 
frbe coinage and their support of 
Wm. J. Bryan. 
H e 
said he did not care who 
knew it, and ‘ ^no anarchist could 
breathe the 
air in 
his establish­ 
ment. " 
The men did tell their friends, 
and the news of Mr. Crawford's ac­ 
tion spread rapidly. It was discussed 
on the streets and in the hotels last 
night, and occasioned. both indigna­ 
tion and surprise.

Many persons doubted the truth 
o f the report. 
-They knew that the house of D. 
Crawford & Co. depended largely 
for its patronage upon that class of 
the community in which the silver 
sentiment is strongest. 
Aside from 
the question of an employer's right 
to dictate the political course uf his 
employes, they did not believe that 
an intelligent business man would 
deliberately make 
a 
bid for the 
enmity of a large contingent of his 
patrons. 
That the report as given above is 
absolutely accurate is testified to 
by several of the men who were 
discharged.

This is the 
minimum that could be imposed un­ 
der the circumstances. 
He was in­ 
dicted by the federal grand jury, 
which met in February. 
There were nine counts to the in­ 
dictment. Soon after being indicted 
Boynton pleaded not guilty, and his 
trial was postponed until this term 
of the circuit court. 
Yesterday he 
withdrew his plea of not guilty and 
entered one of guilty on the fourth 
count, which charges him with ap- 
p^ropriating to his own use and em­ 
bezzling bonds of the Alpha Paper 
and Bag company to the amount of 
$2, 500. 
It will be remembered that 
it was a great surprise to the hosiof 
friends 
and 
acquaintances of the 
once popular cashier to hear of his 
downfall. 
He had lived in luxury, 
purchased houses, lands, had inter­ 
ests in silver mines, and was one of 
the pillars in the church. Never un­ 
til it became public that he had 
misappropriated the funds of the 
bank was there the least suspicion 
that he was otherwise tlian what he 
seeraed to be. 
The other eight 
counts were for 
embezzling the funds of the institu 
tion with which he was 
connected 
and for making 
false 
entries, and 
were nolled. 
He was taken to C o ­ 
lumbus 
yesterday 
afternoon 
by 
Deputy 
United 
States 
Marshal 
Heher, and Boynton will begin his 
term today. 
His son accompanied 
him to prison. 
He is now about 63 
years of age and has a family. 
For 
the past thirty years he was connect­ 
ed 
with 
the 
banking 
institution 
which he finally ruined. 
He says 
that he has given up nearly every 
bit of real property that he owned 
in order to make his shortages good, 
but Uncle 
Sam was not 
satisfied, 
and he has to be punished. 
He is 
resigned to his fate and hopes, by 
good behavior, to have his sentence 
shortened perhaps a year or so. 
Mr. 
Boynton seems to be quite 
well posted on financial matters and 
on the issue now before the nation, 
and 
while he says that he would 
like to see- M cKinley win 
he be­ 
lieves that Bryan will be the next 
president of the country. 
He says 
that 
there is no doubt but that 
every 
state in the west and south 
will go for Bryan, as will also Illi 
nois. 
He still has a small interest 
in a silver mine which has not yet 
been fully developed, 
but that he

F. Longan 
presiding, adjourned Tuesday until 
Novem ber 16.

Newkirk, president of the defunct 
First National bank, 
charged with 
having received deposits when he 
knew the bank to be in a failing 
condition, 
will 
come 
up 
before 
Judge W. W. 
Wood, of Warrens- 
burg, about December 14th.- 
The defense, 
it will be remem 
bered, filed a motion to quash the 
indictments, 
and arguments were 
heard before 
Judge 
Wood 
some 
time ago. 


Yesterday County Attorney H off­ 
man received from Judge Wood a 
lengthy opinion, declining to quash 
the indictments, and stating that he 
hoped to be able to take the cases 
up for trial here about December 
14th. 


Mr. Newkirk is out on a bond of 
$1,000 in each of the four cases, 
and the surety is gilt-edged. 
T h e belief prevails that the d e ­ 
fense will ask for another continu­ 
ance, on the ground that to bring 
Mr. 
Newkirk here in the 
winter 
season would 
result 
fatally, 
but 
whether it will be granted or /not 
remains to be seen.

GR AND JURY'S REPORT. 


T o 
the Honorable Judge of the 
Circuit 
Court of Pettis County. 
We, your grand jurors for the O c ­ 
tober term of your court, 
upon as 
careful investigation 
as our time 
and abilities will allow, have visited 
and investigated the several offices 
and 
public 
buildings owned and 
operated by Pettis county. 
It is our judgment ihat- the county 
poor home is in excellent condition, 
the house being a lr.rge two-story 
brick building in good repair, the 
inmater. 
generally 
contented 
and 
well provided for. 
We recommend the purchase of a 
few more mattresses now that cold 
weather is at hand; also, 
that the 
salary Qf the keeper be increased to 
forty 
($40) 
dollars 
per 
month. 
Aside from these changes we be­ 
lieve everything connected with this 
place to be in a satisfactory con­ 
dition. 
Our county jail is in good condi­ 
tion, 
the prisoners well cared for 
and all in good sanitary and safe 
kefping. 
In our judgment our court house 
is in first class condition, well kept, 
clean and sufficient for all present 
requirements. 
We believe the several offices of 
our county to be in good condition; 
that their books and accounts are 
kept in the most satisfactory man­ 
ner; that the system now in use is 
such as to almost defy fraud. 
We recommend the repeal of the 
law requiring grand jurors to exam ­ 
ine the books of county officials. 
The improbability of the possibil­ 
ity of drawing twelve men at any 
one time that would have the a b il­ 
ity to recognize an error in b o o k ­ 
keeping, even if such error shouid 
be bold on its face, connected with 
the 
limited time in which juries 
would be compelled to audit the 
books of every department to hon­ 
estly find an error, makes it appar­ 
ent to us that the law is very a b ­ 
surd and unreasonable. 
Therefore, we call especial atten­ 
tion to this, 
to us, glaring farce, 
and ask for the repeal; and would 
recommend in its place that 
the 
county court be empowered to' em ­ 
ploy experts to examine the books, 
when in their judgment the court 
thought it necessary, or that a com- 
sion be appointed by the state, 
as 
in the case of banks. 
W e recommend the purchase of 
more book racks for the county re­ 
corder’s office. 
Our observation 
causes us to believe these racks 
should be purchased and placed in 
position for the safe preservation of 
our county records.

honor that it is a lamentable fact to 
your grand jury that we cannot at 
this time procure sufficient evidence 
for indictment against several dis­ 
orderly houses in this county. 
The failure to do so is not the 
fault of your grand jury, but the ap 
parent 
understanding 
among 
the 
frequenters of these resorts not to 
inform on each other. 
Therefore, 
we recommend vigorous prosecu 
tion of every known criminal in cur 
county by our local authorities.

The 
Post-Dispatch of 
Sunday 
publishes a detailed statement from 
sev eral gentlemen in which they say 
they were discharged from the em­ 
ploy of D. Crawford & Co., the St. 
Louis mercantile firm, for no other 
reason than that they are adv ocates 
of free coinage of silv er and sup­ 
porters of Bry an. 
The 
gentlemen state that the 
senior member of the firm asked 
them how they were going to v ote, 
and when they answered that they 
intended to v ote for Bry an he de­ 
nounced them as “ anarchists" and 
discharged them on the spot, stat­ 
ing distinctly that their discharge 
was because they are silv er men, 
and 
that 
“ no 
anarchist 
could 
breathe the air of his establish­ 
ment." 
There were twelv e employ es dis­ 
charged, sev eral of them occupy ing 
responsible positions, 
and 
some 
hav ing been with the firm for many 
y ears. 
If the allegations made are true, 
the case is one of the most destesta- 
ble that has y et been reported and 
raises aa issue that is ev en more 
important to the American people 
than the silv er question. 
It is an issue that inv olv es the 
v ery essence of the freedom of the 
citizen. 
If the employ e has not the same 
right to political 
action that is 
ex ercised 
by the employ er, then 
wealth has disfranchised manhood 
and we hav e at once a despotism 
that is more hateful than monarchy . 
In the past men of opposing 
political opinions hav e been asso­ 
ciated as employ ers and employ es 
and ev en a9 business partners, and 
political freedom has been accorded 
ev en the poorest v oter. 
To deny this right is to seize 
upon the necessities of a man’s 
family in order to control his v ote. 
The term “ anarchist," when di­ 
rected at Bry an or the great body 
of his supporters, ought to blister 
the tongue df the man who used it. 
But it is just such despotic acts 
as the discharge of men because of 
their political opinions that breeds 
anarchy . 
Mr. Crawford's offense appears to 
be especially bold and brazen, and 
the challenge he has issued in the 
name of plutocracy should be ac­ 
cepted by ev ery freedom-lov ing cit­ 
izen. 
The laboring people of the coun­ 
try should see in the despotic act a 
warning of the danger that confronts 
them, and they should use the ballot 
to ward it off and to curb the power 
of the insolent tories who are at 
heart despots and enemies of free 
gov ernment. 


T h e gold press of this state, re­ 
publican and bolting, seem to en­ 
tertain a peculiar hatred of Hon. 
Lon. V. Stephens that can only be 
ex plained on the theory that they 
feel that he has been a strong factor 
in pushing the silv er question to the 


front. 
In their efforts to injure Mr. 
Stephens’ business reputation they 
hav e ev en attacked his record as 
receiv er of the defunct Fifth Na­ 
tional bank of St. Louis, but, in­ 
stead of causing the loss of public 
confidence in Mr. Stephens, these 
malicious attacks hav e prov en a 
v eritable boomerang and hav e come 
back to confuse their instigators. 
The D e m oc r at today publishes ex ­ 
tracts from letters of ex -Comptroller 
Lacy and 
ex -Deputy Comptroller 
Abrahams, 
which 
testify in ihe 
strongest language as to the splen­ 
did record made by Mr. Stephens. 
So instead of damaging his candi­ 
dacy these malicious slanders win 
him the highest commendation ev en 
from former officials who are now 
his political opponents.

CONCURRENT RESOLUTION su bm itting to 
the qu alified v oters of Missou ri an am end­ 
ment, to the constitu tion thereof, prov id­ 
ing for the remov al of the s e a t of gov ern­ 
m ent from th e City of Jefferson to the city 
of Sedalia. 
Be it reso lved b y th e Ho u se o f Rep resen ta tives 
, 
th e S en a te co n cu rrin g th erein , a s fo llo ws: 
At the general election to be held on the 
Tu esday nex t following the first Monday in 
Nov ember, A. D., 1*9 6 , an am endm ent to the 
constitu tion of Missou ri shall be su bm itted 
to the qu alified v oters of the State. In the 
following words: 
The seat of gov ernm ent shall be remov ed 
from the City of Jefferson and located a t the 
city of Sedalia. Any person or persons m ay 
grant and donate to the State any land, su m 
of money or oth er thing of v alu e to he u sed 
for the pu rpose of erecting the necessary 
pu blic bu ildings at. th e city of Sedalia. or 
m ay de,x >sit with the gov ernor su fficient se­ 
cu rities or obligations to gu arantee the erec­ 
tion of su ch bu ildings. 
W henev er a su itablecapitol bu ilding, h a v ­ 
ing the same or greater floor area and a p­ 
pointm ents as the present capitol and su ­ 
preme cou rt bu ildings, and equ al thereto in 
stability and arch itectu ral merit, together 
with grou nds of th e same or greater area, 
and an arm ory bu ilding likewise sim ilar or 
su perior to the present arm ory , and an ex ec­ 
u tiv e mansion likewise sim ilar or su perior to 
the present bu ilding u sed as the gov ernor’s 
residence, together with the grou nds and|ap- 
pu rtenances. shall be erected a t th e city of 
Sedalia. the same shall be accepted by a com­ 
mission consisting of the gov ernor, secretary 
of state, au ditor, tre a su re r and attorney - 
general, and su ch officers shall a t once re­ 
mov e the pu blic record.*, and personal prop­ 
erty to su ch new pu blic bu ildings, and the 
city of Sedalia shall thereu pon become the 
perm anent seat of gov ernm ent. The plans 
and location of the capitol, arm ory and ex ­ 
ecu tiv e mansion and grou nds shall first be 
approv ed by su ch commission. 
The cou nty of Petti« and Sedalia township, 
in said cou nty , may each v ote an issu e of 
5-20. non-ta\able, 3 percent bonds, not to ex ­ 
ceed in am ou nt, respectiv ely jfor ea ch ,$100,000, 
and su ch bonds may be ordered issu ed by a 
m ajority v ote of those v oting a t a special 
election called for th a t pu rpose by the cou n­ 
ty cou rt, and condu cted generally in the 
mariner prov ided by law for the issu ing.of 
bonds for the erection of cou rt-hou ses. Said 
cou nty and township bonds shall be giv en to 
the sta te for the pu rpose of assisting in pav ­ 
ing for the erection of the bu ildings prov id­ 
ed for herein; and su ch bonds if*v oted and is- 
sned, shall be deliv ered to th e gov ernor of 
the state, and held by him in tru s t for the 
benefit of any person or persons who may 
eiect su ch su itable pu blic bu ildings, to be 
giv en to su ch person or persons on their com ­ 
pletion and acceptance. 
The commission hereby constitu ted shall 
hav e fu ll power by a m ajority v ote to carry 
ou t the prov isions and intent of this am end­ 
ment, and su ch new pu blic bu ildings shall be 
completed , as near as may be possible, on or 
before the first day of Nov ember.

The sta te shall in no m anner become liable

T h a t a t the general election to be held 
on the Tu esday nex t following the first Mon­ 
day in Nov ember, 189 6 . the following a m e nd ­ 
m ent to the constitu tion of the state of Mis­ 
sou ri. concerning th e ju dicial departm ent, 
shall be su bm itted to the qu alified v oters of 
said state, to wit: 
Section 1. The power of th e su prem e 
cou rt, ex cept as hereinafter prov ided, and 
of th e cou rts of appeals, to issu e original 
remedial writs, shall be confined to cases ly ­ 
ing within the appellate ju risdiction of said 
cou rts. 
S e c . 2. 
The m eaning of the term s u sed in 
section 12, article 6 , of the constitu tion, are 
hereby defined as follows: 
By am ou nt in dispu te is m eant the money 
v alu e of the real dispu te a t the d ate of the 
ju dgm ent appealed- from, and the cou rts 
shall » look into the entire record for the 
pu rpose of ascertaining su ch v alu e. 
Cases inv olv ing the constru ction of th e 
constitu tion of th e United States or of this 
state, or the v alidity of a tre a ty or sta tu te 
of the United States, are those cases only 
where th a t point has been raised* in good 
faith by some pleading or instru ction in the 
trial cou rt. 
Cases inv olv ing th e constru ction of th e 
rev enu e laws of this state are cases only 
wherein either 
party in the trial cou rt 
claims some right u u der a constru ction of 
su ch laws, which constru ction his adv ersary 
denies to be th e tru e constru ction by some 
pleading or instru ction. 
The title to any office u nder this state 
m eans only th e title of an officer whose du ties 
are co ex tensiv e with the state, or who is re­ 
qu ired by law to be commissioned by the 
gov ernor: and no one is a sta te officer who 
dees not answer this description. 
A cou nty or other political su bdiv ision of a 
state inclu des only cou nties, and cities ex er­ 
cising the fu nctions of a cou nty , b u t no minor 
su bdiv ision. 
Cases inv olv ing.title to real estate are cases 
only wherein the decree of ju dgm ent ren­ 
dered affects directly the title of the appel­ 
lant to certain real estate, and actions of 
ejectm ent. 
When eith er party to an appeal claims th a t 
a qu estion has been fairly raised u pon the 
record in th e trial cou rt, by whica th e ju ris­ 
diction of an appeal therein is v ested in the 
su prem e cou rt, or th a t the am ou nt inv olv ed, 
or sta tu s of any litigant giv es to the su ­ 
prem e cou rt appellate ju risdiction, he may , 
before th e case Is su bm itted on final hearing 
in the cou rt of appeals, b u t not th ereafter, 
file a motion to hav e said cau se transferred 
to the su prem e cou rt, and if any ju dge of 
said cou rt of appeals shall be of opinion th a t 
su ch motion is well fou nded, ana shall file 
his w ritten statem ent to th a t effect in th e 
cau se, th e cou rt shall a t once tra nsfe r the 
records to the su prem e cou rt. The cou rts of 
appeals m ay also of th eir own motion, on 
becoming satisfied th a t the su prem e cou rt has 
ju risdiction of any cau se pending before said 
cou rt of appeals, order th a t th e same be 
transferred to th e su prem e cou rt, a t any 
tim e before filing an opinion on the m erits 
therein. When th e record is th u s tra nsfe r­ 
red to the su prem e cou rt for either of the 
reasons abov e stated, th a t cou rt shall a t 
once inspect th e same, for the pu rpose of d e­ 
term ining its own ju risdiction, and either 
retain or rem and the cau se according to its 
finding of su ch fact. 
If the cau se is not 
transferred to the su prem e cou rt in either of 
the m anners hereinabov e prov ided, th e d e­ 
cision of the cou rt of appeals shall be con­ 
clu siv e as to its own ju risdiction in the par­ 
ticu lar case. 
S ec 3. The su prem e cou rt shall hav e su ­ 
perintending control ov er the cou rts of ap­ 
peals to enforce the abov e prov isions, and 
th e prov isions of section 6 of th e constitu ­ 
tional am endm ent concerning the ju dicial 
departm ent, adopted a t the general election 


of 1884, by m andam u s, which shal! be the- 
lim it of su ch su perintending control.

than th irty thou sand and ov er ten thou sand 
inhabiiam s, said rate shall not ex ceed six ty 
cents on the hu ndred dollars v alu ation; in 
cities and towns hav ing less than ten thou ­ 
sand and more th an one thou sand inhabit­ 
ants, said rate shall not ex ceed fifty cents 
on the hu ndred dollars v alu ation; and in 
towns hav ing one thou sand inhabitants or 
less,« said rate shall not ex ceed twenty -fiv e 
cents on the hu ndred u ollars v alu ation.

For the pu rpose of erect­ 
ing pu blic bu ildings in cou nties, cities or 
school districts, and for the pu rpose of erect­ 
ing cr pu rchasing water-works and electric 
or other light plants for cities containing 
3 0,000 innab itants or less, when su ch cities 
elect to own same, and to prov ide a proper 
sewerage for su ch cities, the rates of ta x a ­ 
tion herein limited may be increased and 
the pu rpose for which it is intended shall 
hav e been su bm itted to a v ote of the people, 
and two- thirds of the qu alified v oters of su ch 
city , cou nty or school district v oting a t 
su ch election shall v ote therefor. The rate 
herein allowed to each cou nty shall be as­ 
certained by the am ou nt of tax able prop­

Mr. D. Crawford, 
the St. Louis 
merchant who reviled certain of his 
employes as “ 
anarchists” because 
they favored Bryr.n and then dis­ 
charged 
them because 
they 
per­ 
sisted in their intention to vote for 
free siiver, has the following to say 


in 
his 
own 
defense in Tuesday’s 
Globe-Democrat: 


“ 
First of all, I want it distinctly 
understood that at no time have I 
attempted to coerce or intimidate 
men in my employ, nor have I ever 
asked 
any man to vote for Maj. 
M cKinley or 
any 
other man. 
I 


always considered myself capable 
of managing my own business, and 
have exercised my own discretion 
in doing those 
things which my 
judgment has dictated. 
I have not 
read any of the 
accounts which 
have appeared in the papers of my 
action in discharging a number of 
employes, except the reference to it 
in this morning’s Globe-Democrat, 
so have nothing to say about them, 
either affirmatively or negatively. 
I do know th?.t some times news­ 
papers which do not receive large 
advertising contracts from business 
houses attempt to force the pro­ 
prietors to expend their money in 
that way. 
“ 
It was 
a 
week ago Saturday 
when I returned from my summer 
residence in the north, but perhaps 
I had better go back to the real 
beginning of this business in my 
own mind. 
It was over two months 
and a half ago that I first began to 
realize the seriousness of the issues 
involved 
in the 
present political 
campaign. 
While our business,like 
every other concern in the country, 
was feeling the depression of the 
times, I was congratulating myself 
in the belief that M cKinley would 
be elected and then we would have 
the prosperous times of the H arri­ 
son administration. 
I had a talk 
with a number of the men, some of 
whom I afterward discharged, and 
spoke about this matter. 
I often 
consult with the heads of the differ­ 
ent 
departments in our store, 
in 
fact, 
do 
so 
at least 
once 
each 
month. 
When 
the 
boys 
told 
me 
that 
their 
sales 
were 
not 
up to what they would like to have 
them and what they should be. 
I 
would say, “ 
Never mind, 
Doys, it 
will all be changed and things will 
pick up when M cKinley is elected.” 
I did not ask them what their poli­ 
tics were, or who they weie going 
to vote for, but they all acquiesced 
in what I said and agreed that with 
the triumph of sound money would 
come better times. 
I was led to 
believe that they were all going to 
vote 
for 
M cKinley. 
In 
conse­ 
quence of their talk and actions, I 
was congratulating myself that we 
had so many sound money men in 
the 
store and 
said 
so 
to those 
standing about in the office. 
That 
was the way matters stood when I 
left St. Louis and started for my 
summer home in the north. 
“ 
When I returned from Canada 
a week ago Monday I remarked in 
the office: 
‘ Well, 
I don’t believe 
there is a man in the store who will 
not vote the 
sound money ticket 
this 
fall.** 
Several 
of 
the 
men 
standing around in the office smiled 
significantly, and one of them said: 
‘I guess you don’t know the boys in 
the store very well or you wouldn’t 
say that.’ 
It was natural in me to 
inquire what he meant, and I was 
very much astonished to learn that 
there were a number of men who 
intended to vote the silver ticket. I 
said 
to my 
treasurer: 
‘You had 
better 
just 
pay 
these 
men 
in 
great 
big 
silver 
dollars 
next 
Saturday 
night, 
and 
let 
them 
have a chance to get some of the 
money they like.’ 
I thought about 
the matter a great deal, 
and the 
more I thought about it the angrier 
I got. 
It didn’t seem right to me 
to have men in my employ who 
were working directly against my 
interests and their own, too, 
and it 
seemed to me that they should have 
realized it, too. T h ey know, as any 
man with common sense knows, that 
a panic, or at least a great depres 
siou o f business, would follow the 
election o f Mr. Bryan, which would 
injure my business and all com m er­ 
cial undertakings in the country. 
It 
would injure them as well as 
it 
wo uld us. 
“ Fina lly I o rdered my men in the 


office to make out a list of the silver 
men in my employ. 
When it was 
completed there were twelve names 
on the list that we were sure of, 
j and developments have shown that 
| we made no mistake. 
Out of these 
¡twelve men 
whom I discharged I 
only spoke to four as to why I let 
them go. 
I did not tell these four 
the reason, but intimated to them 
how I felt about the matter. 
“ 
I he first one of the four I spoke 
to was of Irish descent. 
I was go- 
ing through the store and met him 
in his department. 
He was walk­ 
ing up 
and 
down, 
swinging 
his 
arms, 
and I called him by name 
and said, *1 understand that you are 
going to vote for silver?’ 
He swell­ 
ed himself and said, ‘Yes, sir, I am 
an Irishman and a democrat, and I 
am going to vote for silver.’ 
I was 
pretty much 
worked up just then 
and more angry than I should have 
been probably, but all I said to the 
man was, ‘You better go up and get 
your money and get work from a 
free silver m an.’ 
I spoke to three 
other men about the same way, and 
that is a fair sample of the conver­ 
sation between us. 
I did not ask a 
single man to vote for M cKinley, 
nor did I threaten them. 
I simply 
exercised 
the 
right 
I 
had 
to 
employ or discharge any man 
whom I thought was detrimental to 
my interests. 
These men seemed 
to me like vipers that I had warmed 
and were now awaiting an oppor­ 
tunity to sting me. 
Many of them 
had been working for me several 
years and had 
been living off my 
prosperity. 
My 
interests 
should 
should have been their interests,and 
they 
should 
have 
seen 
that 
they were bent on hurting me and 
through me themselves. 
“ 
I can not realize and did not 
when I told my bookkeeper to in­ 
sert a note in the pay envelopes of 
those twelve men 
how they could 
look at it in any other light. I have 
just been reading Archbishop Ire­ 
land’s arguments and statement of 
facts in support of sound money, as 
reported 
in the Globe Democrat, 
and I can not see how any sensible 
man can resist such a statement as 
that, and which is supported by so 
many able men. 
“ 
I 
admit 
I was 
angry when I 
discharged those men, 
but I have 
never 
discharged 
a 
man yet 
in 
anger and afterward realized that it 
was unjust but that I have sent for 
aim 
the next day and reinstated 
him. 
Many people can testify to 
that fact, and also 
that on several 
occasions 
I have 
increased their 
salaries on taking them back. 
The 
workingman has no better friend in 
St. 
Louis than I am. 
My heart is 
bigger than my pocketbook. 
When 
I deliberately discharge a man for 
cause there is no appeal from my 
decision. 
I never take him back. 
“ 
In this case 
I 
have thought 
much about the families of these 
men and have been sorry for those 
depending on them. 
I know that 
they may be able to secure positions 
elsewhere, 
but they cannot get as 
good places as they had with me. 
The politicians and men with whom 
they have taken up with may sup­ 
port them for a time, but it will be 
for only a little while, 
and then 
what are men going to do? 
Starve 
the rest of the wintei? 
“ 
It was when I thought of these 
things and pitied their families that 
I made up my mind, to take them 
back if they wished to come. 
When 
a representative of one of the labor 
unions called on me at my office 
and wanted to know what I was go- 
going to do about the men and 
whether I would take them back, 
allow them for the time they had 
lost, and give them a half-day in 
which to vote, I toid him I would 
do so. 
Not only that, 
but I told 
him I would close up my store on 
election day and let all my men 
vote. 
There may be other silver 
men in my employ and they can 
vote with the twelve. 
I have never 
attempted to 
prevent 
them from 
doing so or suggested any course to 
them. 
“ 
Understand, I have in no way 
changed my attitude in this matter. 
I will not be intimidated, nor have 
I, nor will I, attempt to intimidate. 
I still hold that I have the right to 
employ or discharge 
whomever I 
choose. 
I still believe that the suc­ 
cess of free silver would injure me 
immeasureably and through me my 
employes and those depending on 
me. 
The motive which prompted 
the discharge of the 
men was not 
that 
of 
trying 
to 
force 
them 
to 
vote 
or 
refrain 
from 
voting 
any way they chcose, 
but I was 
prompted 
by 
disgust. 
This dis­ 
gust arose from the realization that 
these men had led me to believe 
that they were for sound money and 
my interests, but had deceived me, 
and were going to vote and work 
for free 
silver 
and against 
both 
themselves and me. 
“ 
I do not wish to do or say any­ 
thing that will antagonize any one 
or to result in injury to a solitary 
person.
